The Board may 
also take such action against any Broker without assign- 
ing reasons if the peculiar circumstances of the case 
so warranted.

closed out at such rate or rates appropriate to 
such delivery or deliveries as the Forward Mar- 
kets Commission may fix in this behalf; and 

(b) all differences arising out of any contract so 
deemed to be closed out shall be payable on the 
basis of the rate fixed under clause (a) and 
the seller shall not be bound to give and the 
buyer shall not be bound to take delivery of 
the goods.
